^ 1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "each tooth having 
a single winding" disclosed in claims 1 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



3. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant disclqses^in claim 1 that each section would receive electricity from an 
electrical supply. What is meant by "electrical relative to electricity received by a 
second" stator section? Each section will give electricity to the other section? The 
shifted electricity by 180 degrees will be received by one of the stator sections? From 
the electrical supply or from the other stator section? 




Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action:

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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



5. Claims 1-3, 8-12 and 17-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kuo et al. 

Kuo et al discloses a stator comprising an even number of n stator sections (see figure 
2) at different axial positions, each tooth having a single winding 70 wherein the stator 
sections are mutually phase shifted by 360degrees/n and the first stator section is 
shifted 1 80 degrees from the other stator section (see figure 3). Moreover each stator 
section has the same number of teeth and each tooth has a rounded profile. 



6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 4-7 and 13-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kuo et al in view of Sakai et al. 

Kuo et al discloses a stator comprising an even number of n stator sections (see figure 
2) at different axial positions, each tooth having a single winding 70 wherein the stator 
sections are mutually phase shifted by 360degrees/n and the first stator section is 
shifted 1 80 degrees from the other stator section (see figure 3). Moreover each stator 
section has the same number of teeth and each tooth has a rounded profile. 
However, Kuo et al does not disclose the use of magnetic powder.

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On the other hand, Sakai et al discloses for the purpose of reducing power loss output 
and improving rotor under high temperatures that the induction machine 1 uses 
magnetic powder (column 3, lines 10-15). 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to design an electrical machine comprising a plurality of teeth and 
stator sections as disclosed by Kuo et al and to use magnetic powder for the purpose of 
reducing power loss output and improving rotor under high temperatures as disclosed 
by Sakai et al.
